Jet Bomber Lands Safely After Motor Drops Off

Luck was riding with the crew 


of a Liwoln 
Air Force Base 


U-47 jet bomber Monday. 


Their plane had one of its six 


jet engines drop off during a 
thunderstorm late Monday aft- 
ernoon o v e r Red Oak, Iowa, 


which is about 75 miles northeast 
of Lincoln. Limping back to the 
base, the craft circled for two 
hours to burn off excess fuel 
and then was landed safely. 


On board the plane were Maj. 


R. M. Murphy Jr. of 1835 D, 
Capt. James A. Carr of 4945 Col- 
fax, and 1st Lt. Henry E. Thoenes 


and 2nd Lt. K. E. Ragland, who 
both live on the base- 


Base officials refused to per- 


mit newsmen to interview the 
crew. 2nd Lt. Marshall Kush- 
ner of Lincoln, a Base informa- 
tion officer, reported Ragland 
piloted the craft. Kushner said 
Kagland reported 
he heard a 


"bump," and looked out and saw 


the jet engine on the left wing- 
tip had dropped off.

but said no cause for the engine 
dropping off had 
been deter- 


mined. 


The plane returned to the Base 


immediately after the trouble, he 
said, and circled for two hours 


to lighten the fuel load. Kushner 
said if it had lauded immediately 
it might have gone through the 
runway. 


Brig. Gen. 
Claude Putnam, 


818th Air Division'commander at 
the Base, went to the control 
tower when informed of the mis- 
hap and wa» in contact with the 
craft during the time it circled. 


Kushner said Boeing Aircraft 


officials, now on the base trying 
to determine the cause of the 
B-47 crash near Ceresco April 
ti, would undoubtedly examine 
the craft. He said the plane in- 
volved in the incident Monday 
was the same model as that 
which crashed in early April, 
killing its four crew members. 


Kushner said a crew had been 


sent to recover the engine. The 
Red Oak sheriff reported it fell 
to the ground about 50 feet from 
the local airport hangar, causing 
no damage.

commander. His home is Knox- 
ville, Tenn.

Nebra.-ka a g r i c u l t u r a l economists gave little 


comfort to the hopeful who would like to rely on 
national population growth to solve the periodic 
probiem ni food surpluses.

But for pur- 
poses of present planning that time is not here. 


The advice is valuable in that it indicates one 


more path not to pursue in authoritative attacks 
on temporary surpluses. It also carries advice 
to planners that periodic surpluses are not con- 
ditions warranting permanent damage to a na- 
tion's agricultural machine. 
It is better to keep 


in mind that during as much or more of the 
time maximum production is a necessity. It is 
against those periods of maximum need that 
agriculture must be geared, for a surplus is sub- 
ject to treatment while a shortage is too fre- 
quently fraught with the question of survival. 


There is muddy thinking in Washington that 


is bringing long rpnge hardship to the food pro- 
ducers to correct a momentary condition. This 
is especially poignant in world where food re- 
serves are forever prudent and where most of 
the people haven't enough to eat. 


Acceptable Program 


By the action of two committees the House 


of Representatives has laid the foundation for 
what promises to be a well-fated national high- 
way program. 


The Ways and Means committee has come 


forward with a pay-as-you go tax program cal- 
culated to raise S3H billion over the course of 
13 years. Meantime the Public Works committee 
has put its seal on a 40.000 mile system of high- 
ways that will emphasize modern concepts of 
traffic movement and r-aicty. 
The over-all pro- 


gram is estimated to cos; ?.">! billion. With the 
.S::f! billion of federal funds anticipated the states' 
share will be Sl.'i billion. 


The Eisenhower administration's earlier effort 


to get a modernized highway program under 
way failed u h r n Congress refused to sanction 
the President's proposal to finance the federal 
portion by bond issues. The new plan has re- 
turned tn the -'nummary means of pay-as-you- 
go financing. It proposes to raise the federal 
cas tax from two to three cents, tire taxes from 
.1 to 8 cents a pound and excise taxes on trucks 
and buses from 8 to 10 per cent. The most con- 
troversial tax will be a .ie\v one which would 
levy Sl.SO for every thousand pounds on vehicles 
weighing more than 26.000 pounds. 


All in all tlje present measure meets most 


of the standards of acceptability and is de\-oted 
to an improvement urgently needed.

ator Homer Capehart. 


In Iowa, the way is also said to 


be clear for R. M. (Spike) Evans, 
an early chief of the Agricultural

later a governor of the Federal Re- 
serve System. Kis target is Sen- 
ator Bourke Hickeniooper. 


So far Governor Johnson of Colo- 


rado and eafer party strategists in 
Wuhincton have not been able to 
wrinf a final yes from the best 
known ftf the three, Charles F. 
Brannan. Braimtn wax thr secre- 
tary of agncuKurt who tipped off 


Harry Truman in 1948 that there 
was electoral gold in what the 
"80-worst" 
GOP Congress 
had 


failed to do about storage facilities. 


He is also the author of the con- 


troversial Brannan plan which was 
viewed with pious horror by Re- 
publicans but which Congress, at 
the request of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson, recently 
enacted 


for wool. Brannan is now counsel 
for the Farmers Union, which with 
the Grange opposed President Ki- 
senhower's veto of the farm bill.

Star: Recently 
;i reader, signing 


himself, "Taxpayer", asked why 
the doctors didn't build the com- 
munity hospital rather than having 
it financed v;ith a bond issue. 


In the first place, the proposed 


center would include not only a 
new modern hospital, but a re- 
habilitation renter plus recreation 
facilities, both of which are badly 
needed. All this will cost local 
sources $4.8 million, Ihe medical 
center wijl be approximately $4.5 
million. Under the reader's sug- 
gestion, each doctor would have 
to contribute S4.=i,000! There are 
about 100 practicing doctors at the 
Lincoln hospitals. They would have 
to cover this investment by adding 
its amortization on top of patient 
charges. Ouch! Why ask doctors 
to build hospitals? Teachers do 
not build schools; ministers do 
rot build churches; government 
workers do not build government 
buildings.

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Something Gained Anyway 


In a world grown accustomed to examples of 
complete despotism in Russia the recent rejection 
there of Stalinist doctrine and practice* calls for 
acts of specific proof to can-y the force of con- 
victicaa that is needed. 
Nevertheless, some credence must be given to 
the appearance of reform through the fact of 
more open discussion of official right and 
wrong. 
It is true that criticism is as yet only 
tolerated when it deals with past and distasteful 
regimes. 
True free speech in Russia will be­ 
come convincing when criticism can be levelled 
at existing rulers. 
But it was of more than passing interest when 
at week end the Russian magazine Soviet State 
denounced the hitherto standard Red practice of 
trial by confession. It roundiy criticized the late 
Andrew Vishinsky who prosecuted the famed 
purge trials of 1930 in which evidence took a 


hind seat and “ confessions” in favor of the 
state's case ruled. 
In the past guilt in Russia has been estab­ 
lished as whatever is displeasing to the ruling 
group at a given moment. In that event the case 
^ is proved by evidence that the rulers are dis- 
* pleased. 
A confession amounts to acknowledge­ 
ment of tiiat displeasure not to the character of 
any given acts. 
Perhaps the present regime has not sur­ 
rendered its right to convictions by displeasure. 
But in permitting the rank and file of Russians 
to think in terms of right.s and interests and of a 
definition of crime as something different than 
the varying moods of rulers is a definite gain on 
the side of justice as the West sees it. 
And it 
IS something that will rise to haunt the present 
regime should it seek to continue the old prac­ 
tices.

Among those with whom it was a pleasure to 
visit was Rep. Clifford Hope, of neighboring 
Kansas, one of the outstanding as well as one of 
the veteran members of the House. 
Mr. Hope 
will be quitting Washington at the close of his 
present term of office, and his decision to retire 
is a real loss to the Congress, 
and an even greater loss to 
the Republican party. Mr. 
Hope has spent more than a 
quarter of a century in the 
national capital. “ There comes a time when one 
should retire,” he said to me. 
“ You can stay 
here too long. 
I have found it increasingly dif­ 
ficult to come back in these recent years and I 
discovered a growing longing to be back home 
with my own people.’’ 
We think we know what 
Mr. Hope meant. He never has in all the years 
he spent in Washington lost that folksiness, deep 
understanding and sympathetic regard for the 
‘people back home.’

Sen. Curtis now’ has a bill pending, a bill of 
which he is co-sponsor, undertaking specifically 
io give control to the states over water within 
their boundaries.

The bulk of the 
flow of the upper Platte comes from the melting 
snows of the Rockies in Colorado and W'yoming. 
The measure Curtis sponsors would give those 
two states the water upon which Nebraskans 
have prior rights—water which Wyoming and 
Colorado have been undertaking to get for the 
last five years. 
Seventy-five per cent of the 
water which goes down the Missouri past Sioux 
City comes from the high mountains and the 
forests of the Rockies in Montana and Wyoming 
summer, fall, winter and spring. 


There is a provision in the Montana constitu­ 
tion which dedicates the moisture from every 
flake of snow and every drop of rain to Mon­ 
tana's use. 
Without too mud effort, Nebraska’s

for. 


Myth Destroyed 


Nebraska agricultural economists gave little 
comfort to the hopeful who would like to rely on 
national population growth to solve the periodic 
problem of food surpluses. 
They simply called into evidence the fact that 
past growth only stimulated agriculture to better 
production and that rate of production has man­ 
aged to exceed the growth rate. 
It appears that 
that phenomenon will continue so long as agri- 
cuityire is capable o f‘improvement. 
Should the 
time come when agriculture has reached its 
limit of growing space and knowhow then per­ 
haps a new relationship will develop. Bui for pur­ 
poses of present plaraiing that time is not here. 


The advice is valuable in that it indicates one 
more path not to pursue in authoritative attacks 
on temporary surpluses. 
It also carries advice 
to planners that periodic surpluses are not con­ 
ditions warranting permanent damage to a na­ 
tion’s agricultural machine. 
It is better to keep 
in mind that during as much or more of the 
time maximum production is a necessity. 
It is 
against those periods of maximum need that 
agriculture must be geared, for a surplus is sub­ 
ject to treatment while a shortage is too fre­ 
quently fraught with the question of survival. 


There is muddy thinking in Washington that 
is bringing long rpnge hardship to the food pro­ 
ducers to correct a momentary condition. 
This 
is especially poignant in world where food re­ 
serves arc forever prudent and where most of 
the people haven't enough to eat. 


Accep tab le Program 


By the action of two committees the House 
of Representatives has laid the foundation for 
what promises to be a well-fated national high­ 
way program. 
The W'ays and Means committee has come 
forward with a pay-as-you go tax program cal­ 
culated to raise $ .38 billion over the course of 
1.3 years. Meantime the Public Works committee 
has put its seal on a 49,{K¥ ) mile system of high­ 
ways that will cmpha.size modern concepts of 
traffic movement and .salety. 
The over-all pro­ 
gram is estimated to cost $ .31 billion. With the 
$ .38 billion of federal funds anticipated the states’ 
share will be $ 13 billion. 
The Eisenhower administration’.s earlier effort 
to get a modernized highwaj 
program under 
way failed when Congres,s re!used to sanction 
the President's proposal to finance the federal 
portion by bond issues. The new plan has re­ 
turned to the cu.stomary m ea^ of pay-as-you- 
go financing. It proposes to raise the federal 
ga.s tax from two to Uiree cents, tire taxes from 
3 to 8 cents a pound and excise taxes on trucks 
and buses from 8 to 10 per cent. The most con­ 
troversial tax will be a .lew one which would 
levy $ 1.50 for every thousand pounds on vehicles 
weighing more than 26.000 pounds. 
.\U in all t%e present measure meets most 
of the standards of acceptability and is devoted 
to an improvement urgently needed.

WASHINGTON — The 
m o s t 
publicized general of the Air Force, 
cigar-chewing, dig bomber Curtis 
l.e May has been under pressure 
from civilian bosses of the De­ 
fense Department not to talk—at 
least not very audibly—before the 
Symington committee on lagging 
air power. 
Senator Symington’s charge that 
the Eisenhower administration has 
let our air strength lag behind Rus­ 
sia has the administration worried, 
and they have been doing their 
be.si to counteract his investigation. 
First, Secretary Wilson upped the 
allotment for giant B-52 bombers 
hy half a billion. Second, the Air 
Force invited 159 newsmen to San 
Diego to see the unveiling of its 
newest, fastest jet. 
However, Symington, who was 
the first secretary of the Air Force, 
still claims U.S. air power is be­ 
hind Russia's, and he has the in­ 
telligence reports and the photos 
from Moscow to prove it. 
So General Le May is being called 
to tell the Senate, in effect, wheth­ 
er Symington is right or his civil­ 
ian bosses in the Pentagon are 
right. 
This puts Le May very much 
on the spot. 
But if he gives the uaadullerated 
facts, a.s he ha.s given them pri­ 
vately, Le May will testify that 
he needs 2,000 B-52’s immediately, 
compared wuh the 18 now' ready 
to fly. He will testify that the Air 
i'orce requires far more men and 
more widely dispersed air bases 
than the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion has granted. 


MR. SAM’S SORROW 
Sam Rayburn, who entered the 
House of 
Representatives 
as 
a 
young Congressman from T e x as 
when 
Woodrow 
Wilson 
became 
president, has lived to see more 
human joy and more sorrow than 
most. 
He has lived to become .speaker 
ol the House, and, perhaps even 
more important, he has lived to 
.see the laws he passed—the Se­ 
curities and Exchange Commission, 
rural electrification, t h e Federal 
Communications 
Commission—be­ 
come part of the foundation of 
government.

To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star; Recently a reader, signing 
himself, “ Taxpayer” , asked why 
the doctors didn't build the com­ 
munity hospital rather than having 
it financed with a bond issue. 
In the first place, the proposed 
center would include not only a 
new modern hcKpital, but a re- 
bahilitation renter plus recreation 
facilities, both of which are badly 
needed. 
All this will cost local 
sources $ 4.8 million, the medical 
center will be approximately $ 4.,5 
million. Under the reader's sug­ 
gestion. each doctor would have 
to contribute $ 45,000! There are 
about 100 practicing doctors at the 
Lincoln hospitals.

Khrushchev Tosses All His Friendship Propaganda Into Doubt 
Soviet Boss 
Feels Abused

f*i — The B rit­ 
ish tour ap p ears to hav e boomer- 
anged on Sov iet boss Khrushchev 
and Prem ier Bulganin. 
Suddenly and with seeming reck­ 
lessness, Khrushchev has thrown 
into serious dop bt all the friend­ 
ship p rop aganda 
with which he 
had 
been 
wooing 
the 
Western 
world. His talk Monday at Birming­ 
ham was tough and angry . 
Khrushchev ap p arently feels ir­ 
ritable and much abused in Eng­ 
land, p articularly after his treat­ 
ment at the hand of Ox ford stu­ 
dents. But more than that, Khrush­ 
chev ap p ears to hav e come to Lon­ 
don with a tiger by the tail. He 
seem s to be showing the results 
of constant British ham m ering at 
him for firm com m itm ents, p ar­ 
ticularly in the Middle East. 
It would be no surp rise now if 
Khrushchev 
and 
Bulganin 
begin 
to cut short the tourist asp ects of 
their trip . Ev en at Birmingham 
the two Red leaders p ared their 
sightseeing trip from a schedule 
of 90 minutes to 15, suggesting 
they ’d had enough sightseeing. 
Solid Agreement 
K hrushchev ’s 
outburst 
makes 
one 
wonder 
whether the 
Sov iet 
Union was interested in any solid 
agreem ent on m ajor issues. They 
did want something to show the 
p eop le at 
home, 
and 
still 
may 
make a try for it, but Khrush­ 
chev 's 
threats 
hardly 
will 
help 
create the atm osp here of mutual 
confidence 
about 
which 
he 
has 
sp oken so much in England. 
"N ev er shake y our fist at a 
R ussian,” 
Khrushchev 
thundered 
in words that had an ominous ring 
of threat. 
To make what ap p eared to be a 
clear warning to the British more 
em p hatic, 
Khrushchev 
informed 
them the Sov iet Union would hav e 
a guided missile which could car­ 
ry the hy drogen bomb. 
The British reaction on the sp ot 
—and it is more than likely to be 
the British reaction throughout the 
country —was an immediate chilli­ 
ness 
among 
Khrushchev 's 
hear­ 
ers. This is clearly not the ty p e 
of p rop aganda with which Khrush­ 
chev started this tour. 
Receptio n 
What 
hap p ened 
to 
make 
the 
Communist boss fly off the han­ 
dle? Partly , p erhap s, it was the 
rather stony , som etim es derisiv e, 
p ublic recep tion of the two Sov iet 
leaders. Partly it was p ossibly the 
fact the Russians were hemmed 
in and p ushed swiftly through a 
heav y schedule 
which left little 
tim e or op p ortunity for p rop agan­ 
da hay m akers. Partly it is p rob­ 
ably the bogging down of the talks 
with the British on m ajor world 
issues. 
The British hav e made it p lain 
to the v isitors that they consid­ 
ered the Middle East the p rim ary 
issue of the moment, and ham ­ 
m ered at them constantly . 
But the Sov iet Union has its own 
dilem m a in the Middle East. Bul­ 
ganin and Khrushchev op ened this 
tour of England with a Sov iet For­ 
eign Office statem ent that Mos­ 
cow would fav or any step s to les­ 
sen tension in the area while p ro­ 
tecting the interests of all p arties 
concerned—including, 
of 
course, 
the interests of the U.S.S R.
